Resolution  urging  the  Governor  to  postpone  future  retrofits  of  the  Central  Freeway 
deck  and  to  commit  the  State  to  participate  in  a  study  of  alternative  future 
configurations  for  the  Central  Freeway. 


WHEREAS,  The  current  structure  known  as  the  Central  Freeway  is  a  vestige  of  a 
freeway  plan  for  San  Francisco  that  was  never  built;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  three  successive  ballot  measures,  the  voters  of  San 
Francisco  decided  to  replace  the  remaining  portion  of  the  Central  Freeway  north  of  Market 
Street,  damaged  during  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake,  with  a  boulevard  along  Octavia 
Street,  connecting  to  new.  touchdown  ramps  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Octavia  Streets; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  environmental,  legal,  traffic  handling,  design,  construction 
agreement  and  funding  considerations,  construction  on  the  Market  Street  ramp  is  going  ahead 
as  approved;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fact  that  the  alternative  was  chosen  at  the  ballot  box  obviated  the  in- 
depth  analysis  of  other  potential  alternatives,  including  the  possibility  of  terminating  the 
freeway  at  a  location  south  of  Mission  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  adoption  of  Proposition  E  in  1998  and  Proposition  I  in  1999,  the 
Better  Neighborhood's  Market/Octavia  Plan,  the  result  of  a  two-year  community  planning 
process,  has  designated  the  SOMA  West  Neighborhood  adjacent  to  the  new  touchdown  ramp 
to  become  a  high-density,  residential  neighborhood;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Elevated  freeway  ramps  have  been  proven  to  be  a  haven  for  criminal 
activity,  destroying  the  livability  and  vitality  of  neighborhoods,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Embarcadero  and  the  Hayes  Street  commercial  district  have 
revitalized  since  elevated  freeway  structures  were  removed  at  those  locations,  contributing  to 
the  livability  and  vitality  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Transportation  Authority  has  adopted  a  Strategic 
Analysis  Report  (SAR)  analyzing  the  potential  impacts  of  a  change  in  touchdown  ramp 
configuration  that  calls  for  an  evaluation  of  relocating  the  touchdown  ramp  away  from  Market 
Street  as  part  of  a  long-term  Central  Freeway  corridor  and  neighborhood  revitalization 
strategy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  concrete  roadway  deck  of  the  existing  Central  Freeway,  built  in  the 
1950's,  will  likely  reach  the  end  of  its  useful  life  within  the  next  decade  and  will  need  to  be 
replaced;  and 

WHEREAS,  Before  the  next  set  of  major  rehabilitation  investments,  including  the 
replacement  of  the  Central  Freeway  deck,  are  contemplated,  Caltrans,  the  City  and  the 
Transportation  Authority  should  consider  the  possibility  of  replacing  the  freeway  with  a 
boulevard  as  envisioned  in  the  Market  and  Octavia  Plan;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  of  the  health  and  well  being  of  its  residents,  to  consider 
alternatives  for  the  potential  future  configuration  of  the  Central  Freeway  corridor,  including  the 
complete  replacement  of  the  elevated  freeway  with  a  street-level  boulevard;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  it  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  well  being  of  its  residents  to  study 
the  potential  changes  to  the  transportation  system  along  the  Central  Freeway  corridor,  so  that 
the  future  transportation  network  may  more  appropriately  support  residential  and  other  land 
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use  changes  proposed  for  the  corridor,  and  better  address  traffic  patterns  in  the  entire  South 
of  Market  and  North  Mission  area;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Governor  to  commit 
Caltrans  to  participate,  together  with  the  City  and  the  Transportation  Authority,  in  a  study  of 
alternative  Central  Freeway  configurations  that  may  better  serve  the  evolving  traffic  patterns 
in  the  area,  and  at  the  same  time  further  lessen  the  negative  impacts  on  the  surrounding 
neighborhoods;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Governor  to  ensure 
that  before  any  future  seismic  or  roadbed  replacement  projects  are  undertaken  on  the  existing 
portion  of  the  Central  Freeway,  Caltrans  shall  participate  with  the  City  and  the  Transportation 
Authority  in  an  effort  to  investigate  replacing  the  elevated  Central  Freeway  with  a  surface 
boulevard  for  all  or  part  of  its  length,  as  well  as  improvements  to  the  US  101 /Interstate  80 
junction  from  Mariposa  to  7th  Street,  including  rationalizing  the  system  of  on-ramps  and  off- 
ramps,  to  improve  traffic  flow  and  traffic,  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  on  South  of  Market 
streets;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Transportation 
Authority  to  coordinate  discussions  with  City  departments  and  the  State  on  the  development 
of  the  necessary  land  use,  zoning,  traffic  and  engineering  studies,  leading  to  a  decision  on  the 
future  of  the  Central  Freeway;  and  to  develop  recommendations  for  further  steps  including 
scope,  timelines,  agency  responsibilities  and  funding  prospects  for  necessary  studies,  no  later 
than  January  1,  2005.

Resolution  urging  the  Mayor  to  maintain  funding  levels  for  services  for  older  adults 
and  adults  with  disabilities  served  by  and  through  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult 
Services. 


WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  home  to  over  200,000  older  adults  and  adults  with 
disabilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  well-being  and  needs  of  this  population  being  served  is  an  obligation 
of  the  City  and  cannot  be  ignored;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  was 
established  with  a  mandate  to  integrate  services  for  older  adults  and  adults  with  disabilities 
with  manifest  understanding  that  said  integration  of  the  Departments  would  incur  the  need  for 
revenues  that  are  not  forthcoming;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  serious  budget  crisis  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  State  of  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  has  prepared  a  budget 
reduction  plan  for  Fiscal  Year  2004-05  with  a  contingency  plan  to  cut  an  additional  15%;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  cuts  will  result  in  a  severe  hardship  to  vulnerable  older  adults  and 
adults  with  disabilities  by  reducing  the  number  of  contracted  services  such  as  congregate  and 
home-delivered  meals,  emergency  in-home  supportive  services  and  other  community 
services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  serves  older  and  dependent 
adults  in  need  of  protection  because  of  abuse  and  neglect  or  in  need  of  assistance  to  manage 
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their  personal  affairs  due  to  mental  and  physical  incapacity;  and  these  consumers  often  have 
no  other  options  for  these  vital  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Services  provided  by  and  through  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult 
Services  are  critical  in  the  management  of  risks  and  acute  interventions  for  older  adults  and 
adults  with  disabilities  and  these  services  are  comparably  lower  and  prevent  the  need  for 
higher  cost  interventions  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  at  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  and  Laguna  Honda  Hospital;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  has  not  been  provided 
sufficient  funds  for  infrastructure,  and  is  already  seriously  challenged  in  providing  the  services 
it  is  mandated  to  provide;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  amount  of  money  saved  by  the  proposed  cuts  would  be  less  than  one 
quarter  of  one  percent  of  the  City  budget  deficit;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  urge  the  Mayor  to  maintain 
funding  levels  for  services  for  older  adults  and  adults  with  disabilities  served  by  and  through  I 
the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services.

Resolution  urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  set  residential  substance 
abuse  services  for  women  and  children  as  a  funding  priority  for  the  social  benefit  and 
cost  savings  they  promote  for  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors'  City  Services  Committee  held  a 
hearing  on  April  22,  2004  to  identify  gaps  in  residential  substance  abuse  services  for  women 
with  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  testimony  provided  at  the  City  Services  hearing  highlighted  the  vital 
role  residential  treatment  programs  for  substance  abuse  play  in  the  lives  of  women  and 
children  who  are  otherwise  subject  to  dangerous  and  unhealthy  environments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  160  substance  abuse  treatment  beds  for  women  with  children  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  2,  000  mothers  who  need  beds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  funding  for  residential  substance  abuse  programs  have  placed 
the  programs,  such  as  Epiphany  House,  a  14-bed  licensed  treatment  facility  set  to  close  in 
June,  in  jeopardy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  resolved  to  ask  the  federal  government  to  grant  funds 
which  address  this  need,  however  the  total  amount  of  federal  funding  available  is 
tremendously  insufficient;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  provided  vital  funding  for  residential  substance  abuse 
services  in  the  past;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  cannot  abandon  these  women  who  are  doing  their  part  to 
battle  back  from  drug  abuse,  domestic  violence,  sexual  abuse  and  homelessness;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Every  dollar  spent  in  residential  treatment  saves  San  Francisco  $7  in  costs 
in  emergency  services,  foster  care,  incarceration  and  City  and  State  provided  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  continuing  obligation  to  provide  partial  funding  for 
residential  substance-abuse  treatment  programs;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Urging  Local  Vehicle  License  Fee  Restoration.] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  pass  legislation  to  allow  local 
governments  to  obtain  voter  approval  to  restore  the  Vehicle  License  Fee. 

WHEREAS,  California  law  currently  authorizes  the  imposition  of  a  uniform  statewide 
in-lieu  property  tax,  known  as  the  Vehicle  License  Fee,  on  all  vehicles,  cars,  trucks,  trailers, 
sport-utility  vehicles  and  motorcycles  registered  in  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Local  governments  bear  a  majority  of  the  costs  created  by  vehicles, 
including  law  enforcement,  infrastructure  maintenance  and  public  health  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  revenues  collected  from  the  Vehicle  License  Fee  are  distributed  to 
local  governments  to  pay  for  a  variety  of  programs,  including  public  health,  human  and  social 
services,  public  safety  programs,  general  administration,  law  enforcement,  planning, 
infrastructure  maintenance  and  realignment  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  major  metropolitan  area  with  approximately  440,000  vehicles,  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  receives  a  substantial  amount  of  revenue  from  the  Vehicle 
License  Fee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  depend  on  the  stable  disbursement 
of  Vehicle  License  Fee  funds  from  the  State  of  California  for  effective  operation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Vehicle  License  Fee  has  been  set  at  a  rate  of  2%  since  1948;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  1998,  a  series  of  State  actions  have  changed  the  rate  and 
complicated  the  disbursement  of  the  Vehicle  License  Fee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  revenue  changes  have  dramatically  impacted  revenue  streams  for 
local  governments  and  threatened  the  survival  of  public  programs  offered  by  the  city;  and, 

Mayor  Newsom,  Supervisors  Peskin,  Dufty,  Ammiano 
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WHEREAS,  In  June  of  2003,  Governor  Davis  re-established  the  full  Vehicle  License 
Fee  rate  to  what  it  had  been  prior  to  1998  and  stopped  backfill  funding  to  local  governments; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Fund  backfill  stopped  immediately  while  the  Vehicle  License 
Fee  was  not  raised  until  October;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  that  four  month  period,  local  governments,  including  San  Francisco, 
lost  a  total  of  $1 .3  billion;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  full  Vehicle  License  Fee  was  finally  implemented  in  October  and  was 
cut  again  in  November,  when  Governor  Schwarzenegger  took  office;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Local  governments  lost  a  significant  portion  of  revenue  when  the  Vehicle 
License  Fee  was  cut;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  December,  the  Governor  restarted  the  backfill  funding  by  executive 
order  but  failed  to  ensure  against  any  further  loss  in  local  government  Vehicle  License  Fee 
funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  San  Francisco  is  losing  $56 
million  in  direct  Vehicle  License  Fee  fees  due  to  the  reduced  statewide  rate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  $56  million  that  was  lost  from  the  Vehicle  License  Fee  funding  is 
currently  backfilled  by  the  State  General  Fund,  dollar-for-dollar;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  current  method  of  Vehicle  License  Fee  disbursement  from  local 
taxpayers  through  the  State  to  local  governments  is  unstable  and  unreliable,  as  demonstrated 
during  the  fall  of  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  instability  and  unreliability  jeopardize  the  effective  opeartion  of  a 
variety  of  important  services  and  programs  at  the  local  level  which  are  essential  to  the  public 
welfare,  including  public  health  and  safety  programs;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  if  local  governments  could  control  their  Vehicle  License  Fee  rates,  the  City 
and  County  could  better  ensure  stability  in  revenue  streams  from  year  to  year;  and,

There,  the  taxpayer's  opinion  of  value  on  an  application  for  reduction  of  personal  property 
assessment  for  tax  year  1992  was  zero  dollars,  the  CBOE/AAB's  initial  1994  decision  (within 
the  statutory  two-year  period)  was  invalidated  in  1997  due  to  a  defective  notice  of  the  1994 
hearing,  and  the  CBOE/AAB  then  finally  decided  the  1992  application  in  1998.  In  FlightSafety 
the  Court  of  Appeal  interpreted  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  to  require  entry  of  the 
taxpayer's  opinion  of  zero  dollars  on  the  roll  as  the  basis  for  calculation  of  property  taxes  for 
1 992  to  1 998,  even  though  the  1 992  application  only  sought  reduction  for  the  1 992  tax  year,

Proposition  8;  usually  attributed  to  market  downturn)  for  only  one  particular  tax  year  (as 
distinguished  from  applications  for  reduction  of  real  property  base-year  assessed  value, 
where  the  base-year  determination  will  govern  maximum  property  tax  assessments  for  the 
same  owner  in  future  years  pursuant  to  1978  Proposition  13);  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  FlightSafety  International  v.  Los  Angeles  County  Assessment  Appeals 
Boards  (2003)  105  Cal.App.4th  620,  the  Second  District  Court  of  Appeal  held  that  whenever  a 
CBOE/AAB  fails  to  timely  decide  a  taxpayer's  application  for  reduction  of  assessed  value  in 
one  particular  tax  year,  the  taxpayer's  opinion  of  value  stated  in  the  application  must  be 
enrolled  for  the  year  of  the  application  and  for  successive  years  (a  minimum  of  three  years), 
rather  than  only  enrolling  the  taxpayer's  opinion  of  value  for  the  tax  year  that  is  the  subject  of 
the  application.  In  FlightSafety  the  taxpayer's  opinion  of  value  was  zero  dollars  on  an 
application  for  reduction  of  personal  property  assessment  in  tax  year  1992.  The  CBOE/AAB's 
initial  1994  decision  (issued  within  the  statutory  two-year  period)  was  invalidated  in  1997  due 
to  a  defect  in  the  notice  of  the  1994  hearing.  The  CBOE/AAB  then  finally  decided  the  1992 
application  in  1998.  The  Court  of  Appeal  held  that  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  required

WHEREAS,  12,000  of  San  Francisco's  needy  mothers  with  children  and  senior  citizens 
face  losing  a  critical,  major  source  of  food  each  month;  and 

WHEREAS,  4  million  pounds  of  food  every  year  (worth  up  to  $8  million)  will  leave  San 
Francisco  without  such  allocation  of  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program  works  to  improve  the  health 
of  low-income  pregnant  and  breastfeeding  women,  other  new  mothers  up  to  one  year 
postpartum,  infants,  children  up  to  age  six,  and  elderly  people  at  least  60  years  of  age  by 
supplementing  their  diets  with  nutritious  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  commodity 
foods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  program  has  operated  in  San  Francisco  since  the  1970's  and  there  is 
not  another  program  available  that  can  replace  the  assistance  provided  to  the  most 
vulnerable  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  20,937  seniors  and  9,444  children  in  San  Francisco  are  income  and  age 
eligible  for  participation  in  this  program;  and,

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $25,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to 
deposit  with  the  Controller's  Office  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $125,000  in  accordance 
with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has 
on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  the 
deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage  bonds; 
and  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement 
this  Resolution  and  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and 
ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project  (as 
defined  herein)  and  the  application. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City") 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  7.310  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Chapter  43  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the  authorization, 
issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chinatown  Community  Development  Center  (the  "Developer")  desires  to 
construct  an  81-unit  multi-family  residential  rental  housing  development  at  810  Battery  Street 
to  be  known  as  the  Broadway  Family  Apartments  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  to  pay  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  certain  costs  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  million  dollars  ($25,000,000)  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  has  determined  that  the  moneys 
advanced  and  to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be 
available  only  for  a  temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures 
made  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  one  or 
more  issues  of  tax-exempt  bonds  (the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Interna!  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code")  limits  the 
amount  of  qualified  mortgage  bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within 
a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating 
authority  to  issue  qualified  mortgage  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 
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Section  1 ,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  any 
expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  amount  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $25,000,000. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  for  the  City  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application 
(the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  million  dollars  ($25,000,000)  for 
qualified  mortgage  bonds. 

Section  7.  An  amount  equal  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($125,000)  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the 
Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to 
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CD  LAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in 
the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco 
Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  8.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California,  if  required.

Resolution  authorizing  and  approving  the  lease  by  and  between  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  for  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  as  Tenant,  and  Empress,  LLC,  as 
Landlord,  for  the  Empress  Hotel  located  at  144  Eddy  Street,  San  Francisco,  CA94102. 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  has  created  a  "Direct  Access  to  Housing" 
program,  which  is  designed  to  secure  supportive  housing  for  chronically  homeless  San 
Francisco  residents  by  having  the  City  master  lease  privately  owned  buildings  and  then 
sublease  residential  units  in  those  buildings  to  individuals  who  are  chronically  homeless.  The 
target  population  for  Direct  Access  to  Housing  includes  people  who  have  been  chronically 
homeless  and  are  struggling  with  complex  medical  and  behavioral  health  conditions  including 
people  who  have  been  living  on  the  street  and/or  revolving  through  the  City's  high  cost 
institutional  settings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Empress  Hotel  located  at  144  Eddy  Street,  owned  by  Empress,  LLC 
("Landlord")  presents  an  opportunity  to  provide  clean  and  stable  housing  for  approximately  90 
individuals  who  have  a  history  of  homelessness  and  may  have  a  disability  related  to  mental 
health,  HIV/AIDS,  and/or  substance  abuse;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  master  leasing  of  the  Empress  Hotel,  the  City  will  contract  with  a 
property  management  company  to  manage  the  day-to-day  operations;  and,  in  addition,  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  will  directly  provide  on-site  medical  services  and  contract  with  a 
service  provider  to  deliver  on-site  support  services  including  mental  health  and  substance 
abuse  counseling,  case  management  and  peer  advocacy;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Director  of  Property,  that  the  Director  of  Property  on 
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behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  Tenant,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
execute  a  Master  Lease  with  Landlord  for  the  entire  premises  located  at  144  Eddy  Street,  San 
Francisco,  California,  comprising  an  area  of  approximately  41 ,490  square  feet.  Landlord 
shall  deliver  the  residential  units  in  habitable  condition  to  City,  on  the  terms  and  conditions 
contained  herein  and  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Attorney;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  term  of  this  Lease  shall  begin  upon  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  Lease  estimated  to  be  on  July  1 ,  2004  to  continue  for  a  ten  (10)  year  period 
starting  after  the  commencement  of  the  Lease  and  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  extend  the 
Initial  Term  for  two  additional  ten  (10)  year  terms  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  further 
described  in  the  lease;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  base  rent  under  the  Lease  shall  be  $500  per 
residential  unit  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $45,000  per  month  for  the  residential  units,  plus  the 
rent  of  $2,000  per  month  for  the  administrative  space.  The  total  rent  for  the  premises  being 
$47,000  for  the  first  twelve  months  ((Base  Rent-  $45,000  for  the  residential  portion,  plus

Resolution  concurring  with  the  Controller's  certification  that  assistance  to  certain 
victims  of  crime  and  education  in  community  anti-street  violence  can  be  practically 
performed  for  the  District  Attorney's  Victim  Witness  Assistance  Program  by  a  private 
contract  at  a  lower  cost  than  similar  work  services  performed  by  City  and  County 
employees. 

WHEREAS,  The  Community  United  Against  Violence  has  established  and  will  maintain 
networks  of  persons  to  safeguard  neighborhoods,  conduct  workshops  on  personal  safety,

Resolution  condemning  recent  attacks  on  North  Beach  art  galleries  and  urging  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  and  District  Attorney's  Office  to  cooperate  and 
collaborate  in  ensuring  the  free  speech  rights  of  San  Francisco's  arts  community. 

WHEREAS,  to  quote  Albert  Camus,  "Without  freedom,  no  art;  art  lives  only  on  the 
restraints  it  imposes  on  itself,  and  dies  of  all  others";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  1950's,  San  Francisco's  North  Beach  community  has  been  a 
haven  for  artists  of  all  stripes,  attracted  to  the  neighborhood  by  low  rents  and  a  European 
atmosphere  featuring  coffee  shops  and  bars  like  Vesuvio's  and  Cafe  Trieste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  Beat  era,  North  Beach  has  been  home  to  many  artistic  icons 
such  as  Jack  Kerouac,  Allen  Ginsberg,  William  S.  Burroughs,  Peter  Macchiarini,  Jack 
Micheline  and  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  creative  cultural  environment  is  essential  to  the  well  being  of  San 
Francisco  and  its  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  18th,  in  response  to  a  gallery  exhibition  depicting  provocative 
scenes  recreating  Iraqi  prisoner  abuse,  a  North  Beach  art  gallery  and  its  owner  were  allegedly

WHEREAS,  On  September  12th  of  2003,  both  houses  of  the  California  State 
Legislature  approved  a  conference  report  on  Senate  Bill  2;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  5th,  2003,  Governor  Gray  Davis  officially  signed  Senate  Bill  2 
into  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Health  Interview  Survey  (CHIS)  estimates  the  number  of 
uninsured  in  San  Francisco  as  92,000,  and  of  those  fully  51%  (nearly  44,000)  are  working  full 
time  with  another  7,000  working  part-time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  2  extends  health  coverage  to  up  to  a  million  now-uninsured 
Californians,  and  provides  security  to  the  millions  more  that  now  get  coverage  through  their 
employer,  but  are  afraid  of  rising  health  care  costs  or  losing  their  coverage  altogether;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Starting  in  2006,  the  bill  gradually  builds  upon  our  current  health  system, 
by  which  over  18  million  Californians  get  health  coverage  through  their  employer  by  giving 
employers  with  50  or  more  workers  the  choice  of  buying  coverage  for  those  workers  directly 
or  paying  into  a  statewide  buying  pool  that  would  work  to  get  employers  the  lowest  rates 
possible  and  by  requiring  employers  with  200  or  more  workers  to  provide  family  coverage  for 
its  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  2  stipulates  that  workers  of  employers  of  50  or  more  would  be 
guaranteed  basic  health  benefits,  comparable  to  the  standard  HMO  package  that  includes 
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preventative  care,  hospital  care,  and  prescription  drugs,  and  paying  no  more  than  20%  of  the 
monthly  premiums — or  for  low-income  workers,  not  more  than  5%  of  their  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  SB  2,  those  who  are  insured  would  keep  their  existing  coverage, 
removing  the  most  potent  argument  against  reform—that  they  would  lose  benefits  under  any

United  Auto  Workers,  Region  5,  United  Nurses  Associations  of  California/Union  of  Health 
Care  Professionals,  among  others;  and,

Resolution  reaffirming  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  support  for  growers  of 
medical  marijuana  within  San  Francisco's  municipal  jurisdiction  to  exercise  their  right 
to  cultivate  and  distribute  medical  marijuana  under  San  Francisco's  Proposition  P  and 
California's  Proposition  215  without  arrest  and/or  harassment  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  under  legally  uncertain  charges,  or  from  unreasonable  fear  of 
prosecution  by  the  District  Attorney  of  San  Francisco,  whether  acting  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  federal  or  state  agencies. 


WHEREAS,  Proposition  P,  which  recommended  restoring  hemp  medicinal  preparations 
to  the  list  of  available  medicines  in  California  was  passed  by  an  overwhelming  80%  of  San 
Francisco  voters  in  1991;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  (141-92)  urging  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  District  Attorney  to  make  lowest  priority  the  arrest  or  prosecution  of  those 
involved  in  the  possession  or  cultivation  for  personal  involved  in  the  possession  or  cultivation 
for  personal  use  of  marijuana  for  medicinal  purposes  in  1992;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  voted  in  favor  of  Proposition  215,  the  Compassionate 
Use  Act  which  legalized  state  medical  marijuana  use  and  cultivation  in  California  in  1996;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  voters  and  policy  makers  have  repeatedly  demonstrated 
their  intent  to  provide  compassion,  dignity,  and  relief  from  those  suffering  from  the 
immeasurable  pain  caused  by  debilitating  illnesses  such  as  cancer,  anorexia,  AIDS,  chronic 
pain,  spasticity,  glaucoma,  arthritis,  migraines  through  the  use  of  medical  marijuana  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  ambiguities  in  Proposition  215  relating  to  the  rights  of  growers  of 
medical  marijuana,  San  Francisco  growers  who  sell  to  dispensaries  have  been  arrested  with 
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the  assistance  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  without  clear  standards  or  guidelines; 
and

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  proposed  to  issue 
and  sell  revenue  bonds  ("Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$25,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  loan  to  Chinatown  Community  Development  Center 
(the  "Developer");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  project  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds  consists  of  the  lease  and 
construction  of  an  81 -unit  muitifamiiy  residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  810 
Battery  Street  (the  "Project" ),-with  the  underlying  real  property  to  be  ieased  and  the 
constructed  improvements  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Developer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  quaiify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and;

WHEREAS,  the  procedures  of  CDLAC  require  that  the  approval  of  issuance  of  tne 
Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code  take  place  within  30  days  of  the 
application  deadline,  which  is  July  7,  2004;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above  recitals  are  true  and 
correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of
